Hartman was convicted of 
evading payment of $19,671 in 
federal income taxes in 1945 
and 1946. On each of two counts 
in the indictment he was sen- 
tenced to three years and fined 
$10,000. 

Today's opinion was written 
by Judge Joseph W. Woodrough 
and concurred in by Judges Seth 
Thomas and Archibald K. Gard- 
ner. It held that testimony to 
show Hartman's intent in filing 
his tax returns should have been 
allowed. 

The Government contended at 
the trial that Hartman trans- 
ferred funds to himself from the 
Hunter-Hartman Corp., which he 
owned and did not pay the tax 
on the money. Hartman’s defense 
was that he relied on bookkeep- 
ers and accountants to keep rec- 
ords and make out his tax re-

Committee on Atomic Energy, was quite explicit 
upon this point. “We are trying to keep the 
Federal Government out of the power: -producing 
business,” he said. 

An amendment by Senator Johnson of Colo- 
rado, authorizing the AEC and some other fed- 
eral agencies to generate atomic power on a 
commercial basis, was narrowly approved by 
the Senate, 45 to 41.. A similar amendment 
offered in the House by Representative Holifield 
was resoundingly defeated, 146 to 72. 

The prospects for Government participation 
in the production and sale of atomic power are 
therefore precarious, to say the least. 

Is it desirable—or undesirable—for the Gov- 
ernment te produce and sell some atomic pow- 
er at the same time as private companies would 
be producing and selling of it? 

The question Is one of effective regulation. 
The Federal Power Commission would have re- 
sponsibility for determining what was a fair 
price at which the private companies should be 
allowed to sell their atomic power. Yet FPC 
says in its analysis of the bill that “there is not 
and probably never will be a free market to pro- 
vide a standard of what a fair price would be.“ 

If there were no public production of atomic 
power, FPC would be in the position of trying 
to measure without any yardstick to measure 
with. Its regulation of prices would therefore ‘be 
impaired or destroyed, at the expense of con- 
sumers throughout the nation who depend upon 
it to protect them from exorbitant rates. The 
only way for FPC to learn what a fair price 
would be is for the Government to produce and 
sell some atomic power as Operation Yardstick.: 


This would be reason enough by itself for the 


Government to produce and sell some atomic 


power. But there is still another reason which 
also would be enough by itself. That is the pre- 
vention of private monopoly. 

It is to end a Government monopoly in atomic 
energy that the present bill is being considered. 
Would it not be ironic indeed to establish a pri- 
vate monopoly in an act which abolished a Gov- 
ernment monopoly? 

Private development of atomic power could 
easily. and become a monopoly. Few 
plants will be lic ensed, for few companies have 
enough money to build one large enough to pro- 
duce low-cost power. 

Government operation.of a portion of the total 
atomic power system is one way in which the 


private part of the operation can be kept under 


control and prevented from growing into a 
monopoly. It is not the only safeguard that is 
needed. Patent regulations are among the others, 
and as respectable an authority as Samuel B. 
Morris of Los Angeles, one of President Eisen- 
hower’s choices for chairman of TVA, says the 


Administration bill would “not merely permit 


but would invite the ereation of a patent monopo- 
ly.” The exclusive private right to produce and 
sell atomic power, coupled with uninformed and 
therefore ineffective’ regulation, would make 
monopoly so easy, however, that other measures 
against it could hardly prevail. 

What is wanted is neither the present Govern- 
ment operation exclusive of private industry, 


nor the proposed private industry operation ex- 


clusive of Government, What is wanted is an 
arrangement in which each can contribute what 
it best can toward a joint effort.

Senseless and Cruel 

The brutal Chinese attack on a British air 
liner off Hainan adds one more incident to the 
long record of shooting scrapes along the uneasy 
borders between East and West. Like so many 
of the others, this one was senseless, unprovoked 
and cruel; Only the courage of the heroic 
rescue conducted by an American plane crew 


brightened the story. 


Now. the affair has been complicated by the 
shooting down of two Chinese planes which, ac- 
cording to the State Department, attacked 
American aircraft engaged in searching thé area 
for survivors. The State Department has proper- 
ly protested against this interference with the 
rescue operation. 

There are always at least two estimations of 
such an ineident.
